We the Governours of Your Majeſty's Bounty to 
the Poor Clergy, humbly beg leave to repre- 
ſent to Your Majeſty, that after having 


made an inquiry into, and procured an exact 


Liſt of all the Livings in England and Wales 
under 80 J. per Ann. from the Lords the Biſhops 
of the reſpective Dioceſes, purſuant to the Di- 
rections of Your Majeſty's Royal Charter, grant- 
ed to us, and laid the ſame before Your Majeſty ; 
We have met in many General Courts, and 
F Courts 
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Courts of Committees, to conſider of, conſult, 
adviſe, agree upon, and draw up proper and ne- 
ceſſary Rules, Methods, Direct ions, Orders and 


Conſlitutions, for the better Rule and Govern - 


ment of our Corporation, and far receiving, ac- 
compting for, and managing all the Revenues 
granted by Tour Majeſty ta ut, and for the diſtri- 
buting, paying and diſpoſing of the ſame, &c. 
and that having prepared and agreed upon 
ſome Rules hereunto annext, relating to the 
Diſtribution of Your Majeſty's faid Bounty; 
We humbly beg leave to lay them beſore You, 
for Your Majeſty's Royal Approbation. 
Wie have alſo conſidered che State of the 
Revenue of the Firſt Fruits and Tenths, which 
Vour Majeſty has been moſt Graciouſſy pleas d 
to veſt in Us for the Benefit of the Poor Clergy; 


the State of which Revenue, ſoon after open - 


ing our Commſſion, appear d thus: 


The Firſt Fruits and Tenths computed at a 
Medium of Twenty Years, do amount. one 


Year with another to about 17000. per Ann. 
But we found the ſaid Firſt Fruits and Fenths 
charged with Grants and Penſions, (ſeveral of 
em for Life) to the Value of about I ioc J. 
per Aun. and with an Arrear of the ſame amount- 
ing to about 21000. All which Arrear we have 
been diſcharging till very lately, and have alſo 
bought off the Lady Waldegrave's Penſion of 
1000 l. per Ann. granted unto her for a Term of 
Years, which with the 500 J. per Ann. payable 
tothe late Mr. Petyt, (which Tour Majeſty. was 

1 gra- 


N 
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raciouſly pleaſed to diſcharge) reduces our 
early payments to 9500 J. or thereabouts, 
As we found the Revenue incumber'd with 
the aforefaid Grants and Arrears thereof on 
the one Hand, fo we likewiſe found on the 
other, that there was a very great Sum of 
Money due from the Clergy and their Prede- 
ceſſors, at the Time of Your Majeſty's veſting 
the ſame in this Corporation: We have 
therefore ſpent much time in our enquiry af- 
ter tke ſame, and in diſtinguiſhing between 
the ſperate and deſperate Debts of the Clergy ; 
ard it appear d to us, that almoſt all the Sams 
of Money due from the Predece ſſors of the 
preſent dignified Clergy, and Incumbents of 


| Eivings, were of the latter Sort. 


' Wherefore being extreamly Senfible; how 
heavy the Burden of the ſaid Debts has lain 
upon the poor Clergy, upon the Account of 
which, many Perſons have refuſed to take In- 
ſtitution of their Livings, leaſt they ſhou'd' be 
Obnoxious to the great Debts contracted by 
ſeveral of their Predeceſſors, and thereby ruine 
themſelves” and Families. And we being no 
leſs ſenſible how great the Expectation of the 
World has been (ever ſince our Incorpora- 
tion,) and eſpecially of the poor Clergy, to 
ſee and taſt ſome of the happy Fruits of Vour 
Majeſty's' unparalell'd Bounty to the Church ; 

We thought we cou'd not better conſult 
Four Majeſty's Honour, nor anſwer the Ends 
of our Eſtabliſhment and Truſt, than by find- 

| F 2 "n+ 
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ing out ſome expedient tor the preſent Eaſe 
and Relief of the Pooreſt of the Clergy ; and 
perceiving that the Revenue, and the Debts 
and Incumbrances thereupon, bore ſo near a 
Proportion to each other, that little or nothing 
cou'd be ſpared from thence to be diſtributed 


among the Incumbents of the ſmalleſt Livings ; 


the only Method remaining was, by way of 
Augmentation, todiſcharge all Livingsof ſuch 
a Valae, from the Payment of Firſt Fruits and 
Tenths, and all Arrears thereof for ever; and 
accordingly we moſt humbly applied for, and 
obtained Your Majeſty's Gracious Permiſſion, 
to bring into Parliament a Bill or Bills, for the 
diſcharging ſmall Livings from the Payment of 
Tenths and Firſt Fruits, and this bath been 
the Work of Two or Three Winters laſt paſt : 
And we find that out of near 10000 Benfices in 

England and Wales, about 4000 are now diſ- 
charged. by Virtue of the late Acts of Parlia- 
ment made for that purpoſe, and that in con- 


ſequence of the ſaid Diſcharge, the Yearly Re- 


venue of Tenths only, which before did a- 
mount to about 12500 l. is now ſunk to about 
9500 J. and the Revenue of Firſt Fruits 1s alſo 
fallen proportionably to the Number of 
Livings return'd to be under the improved 
Yearly Value of 50 J. which pay Firſt Fruits. 
And to the End that we might render the re- 
maining part of Your Majeſty's Bounty as ef-

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ſecutions in Your Majeſty's Court of Ex- 


chequer againſt all Perſons whatſoever, that are 
in Arrear for their Firſt Fruits or Tenths, and 


| ſeveral are now actually under Proſecutions ; 


but it having been repreſented to us by the 
Officers of Your Majeſty's Exchequer that they 


couꝰd not fend out Proceſs againſt the ſncum- 


bents of any Livings, till they had diſtin- 
guiſhed, by the Biſhops Returns, which were 
chargeable, and which not; nor cou'd the 
Biſhops Execute ſuch Proceſs, till new Books
